JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 

From [this port we have files of the Japan Herald to the 
30th December. The mail of the 20th October arrived on the 
25th December, and the latest telegrams received from London 
reached to the 6th November. 

By the steamer Cadiz, which conveyed the above named 
mail, the British Minister, accompanied by Lady Parkes and 
family, returned from Shanghai. 

With regard to the proceedings arising ‘out of the late extra- 
ordinary action of the American Consul, the Japan Herald says, 
“As yet wo have not heard whether Sir Harry Parkes has given 
his formal opinion on the case between the Consuls of Great 
Britain and the United States. We are happy to be able 
to state, however, that Sir Edmund Hornby has expressed 








| himself strongly in favour of the action taken by Mr 


Flowers, the British Acting Consul, in the recent assault 
case. The true state of the law is, that a Consul 
cannot compel any one, not of his own nationality, who may 
happen to be in the court as a spectator, to enter the witness 
box ; but if, at his request, such an one does permit himself to 
be sworn, he must answer all such questions as the Court 
deems pertinent. Under these circumstances Mr. Seare was 
clearly in contempt. But no Consul has the power of awarding 
punishment to a subject of any other nationality. The proper 
course is, to make a complaint to the Consul of the nationality 
of the person in contempt, who alone can decide on the 
measure of punishment and its mode of execution, Thus 
throughout the whole affair, Mr. Flowers took a correct view of 
the case, and it gives us extreme satisfaction to find that Sir 
Edmund Hornby bas mentioned in terms ,of high commen- 
dation the temperate and resolute manner in which he upheld 
the dignity of his court and of his office, under circumstances. 
roost painful and trying.” 

An Envoy Extraordinary of his Majesty ths King of Bel- 
gium had arrived to conclude a treaty with Japan.

No. 79, in the ‘occupation of defendant for the year 1862. 
The land had been originally alloted to M. Van Polsbrock, a 
Detch subject,and now Consul-General fo? Holland, and still stood 
in his name on the land officers’ books, When the Custom-house 
applied to him for the rent for the years 1$62-3-4, he said he 
had sold the land to # British sabject (Mr. Brett), and that the 
British subject in possession should pay all the due rents. 
Application was then made to the British Consulate for the 
reat, and reat for 1883 and 1964 was paid, and the land officers 
were told that as the British subject was not in possession of 
the land in 1862, the British Consulate could not collect the 
rent for that year, and that the Custom-house should look to 
the Dutch Consulate for the rent for 1862. The Dutch Con- 
sulate was ‘applied to, and again refused to pay the rent, refer. 
ring as before to the British subject in possession. Five other 
Jots were in the same position, and the rents of all for 1862 
‘were applied for at the same time at the British Consulate, all 
the lots being then in the possession of British subjects ; fail- 
ing to obtain the rent of lot No. 79, these proceedings were 
taken against the present tenant. The defendant pleaded that 
he was given to understand, when he purchased the land, that 
the ground rent for 1862 had been paid, and that under any cir 
cumstances he was not liable for liabilities incurred before it 
came into his possession. H.M. Consul, however, held that 
the ground was liable for the rent due on it to the Japanese 
Government, and that the ground must discharge that liability. 
‘The lot being registered as in the possession of the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank of India, London and China, the bank must, 
therefore, pay the present claim and the costs of the action ; 
but may, if it thinks fit, look to the previous possessor for in- 
demnity. . 

On the 13th December, about 1.40 a., a very severe shock 
of earthquake was felt in the settlement, which lasted about 
thirty or forty seconds ; four distinct movements were felt, 
accompanied by the usual continuous vibration. The shock 
‘was felt very severely in the camp. 

The Yokohama Chamber of Commerce had completed its 
organisation, and adopted a well-digested code of laws, It 
would commence operations with tke beginning of the year, 
and turn its attention at once to the impending revision of 
the tariff. 

In his Christmas sermon, the Rev. Mr, Bailey, Consular 
chaplain, made an appeal to his congregation on behalf of dis- 
tressed British subjects who find themselves at this far away 
Point of the earth, stranded without the means of livelihood 
or of returning to lands where work is to be got. His call 
was fairly responded to and some £40 to £50 was collected, 
which has been placed in the hands of H.BM.’s Consul as the 
nucleus of a fund. 

A disgraceful riot seems to have taken place on Christmas 
day, in the shape of a fight between English and French 
sailors, The commencement of the disturbance was on the 
previous afternoon, when three or four men and boys belonging 
to HBM.s Navy were attacked before they had been many 
minutes on shore by 8 number of French sailors, who beat 
them considerably. Complaint was made to the Municipal 
Psico and the assailants were shown to Superintendent Dury, 
but as the complainants could not actually identify the indi- 
viduals who had severally assaulted them, he could not of course 
interfere. On Christmas day about 4 Pu. some French sailors 
were climbing a pole, which had been erected in front of one of 
the grog shops, and, on an Englishman successfully achieving the 
feat, a stone was thrown at him, which severely hurt his arm ; 
and, on his slipping down the pole, his friends immediately 
attacked the Frenchmen, which led to a general mélée. The 
fight lasted till nearly midnight, and a good many men were 
injured, more or less severely, As soon as information was 
given to the French authorities on shore, a picquet was sent 
to the scene of action, and with the assistance of the Municipal 
Police, a very large number of the combatants were secured 
and placed in durance vile. 

HMS. Argus hadleft for Hong Kong. The gunboat 
Kestrel, for the purchase of which tenders had been invited, 
was sold to Messrs. Glover and Co, H.M.'s troop ship 
Adventure had also left for Hong Kong, having on board 
‘Vice-Admiral King and a large number of officers and men 
a8 passengers; among the former, Dr. Hague, late of 
BMS. Princess Royal who has lately (through the death by 
drowning at Nagasaki of Dr. McSorley) obtained promotion, 
and now proceeds to join H.MS. Ratdler. Lieutenant and 








Commander Grant and Mr. Woods, and the late crew of the 
Kestrel, also took passage to Hong Kong in the Adventure. She 
was expected to take the Inland Sea route and visit Hiogo, 
staying at Nagasaki about three or four days. :

CHINA. 
CHING-EIANG, 

From this port (the correspondent of the Herald writes) ; 
—We learn that the officials are most anxious to con- 
centrate trade on the city side of the Yangtsze, and 
revive the former mercantile greatness of the place. The fact 
of the hulks being moored where they are at present throws 
very considerable difficulty in the way of carrying out this 
plan. The Chinese are persuaded that Chin-kiang may be 
made the outlet for much native produce if sufficient induce. 
ments are held out to merchants and junk-owners. It appears to 
us incomprehensible that the Anhuei teas should go to Kiukiang 
instead of to Chin-kiang unless the excuse that there is no 
safe anchorage off the latter city be held valid. However, this 
difficulty will soon vanish, for not only has the Governor- 
General taken the first step towards directing trade 
into its old channel by ordering the native merchants to 
remove from Ch‘i hao k‘ou, on the opposite bank, and 
take up their residence at, or in the vicinity of, Chin- 
kiang, but he has also directed that a creck. bo opened to * 
the west of the foreign concession, three thousand Chinese feet 
long, one hundred wide, and about twenty deep. This basin 
is intended merely as a commencement, and it will be enlarged 
indefinitely as the trade of the place increases. The branch of 
the Grand Canal outside the city is also to be cleared before the 
spring, and rendered fit for navigation. Thesc important works 
have been confided to the superintendence of one Hsu, probably 
a relative of Hsu Taoutai, and it will thus be seen that the 
authorities are in earnest in wishing to restore the city of Chin- 
kiang to its ancient renown. Chi hao k‘ou will, under tie pro- 
posed arrangement, be transformed into a salt station. 

SHANGHAL 

The P. and O, mail of Nov. 10 arrived out on Dec. 28. The 
French mail of Nov. 17 arrived on Jan, 8. The dates are 
nowf{down to the morning of the 9th. 

The clearances have been the Afemento (Dec. 23, tea for New 
York), and Oriflamme (Am. str, Dec. 30, tea for San Francisco), 
The Jubilee, which by last mail was reported badly ashore and 
discharging cargo, has since been got off in safety, and now lies 
in the river. 

The Chamber of Commerce has published the first number 
of a Circular and Price Current to be forwarded by each mail. 

Our readers will regret to learn that the Volunteer excitement 
here is gradually dying out. But afew months ago Shanghai was 
justly proud of its Volunteer corps, and congratulated itself on 
possessing so many energetic men ready to devote a con- 
siderable portion of their leisure to those exercises, the advan- 
tages of which would be fully proved only in case of danger and 
emergency. To go back a little further, it is but four years 
since the Volunteers were regarded as the protectors of the 
settlement, and the more lazy or peaceful inhabitants of the 
hongs went nightly to sleep with the consciousness that their 
slumbers were watched by vigilant Volunteer sentinels, It 
was only to be expected that with the crisis which called forth 
the enthusiasm, the enthusiasm itself should pass away, but no 
‘oue could have anticipated so complete a reversion of feeling 
as was exhibited at a parade called for the distribution of the 
prizes won at the late rifle meeting. 
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The inquiry respecting Chang, the Chinese linguist, resulted 
in an acquittal, there being no sufficient evidence to establish 
the charge of squeezing, &c., made in the Friend of China. 

The question of a lighthouse at the entrance of the Yang-tzo 
has been noticed, but no conclusion arrived at as to its erec- 
tion. 

The following, on the rogistration fecs, is from the Shanghai 
Recorder :—* ‘The policy of taxing British subjects resident in 
Khanghai to the extont of five dollars for being registered at the 
Consulate appears to us a somewhat doubtful measure. The 
amount which can be gained in this manner to the revenue is 
so paltry when compared with the value of the China trade, 
that we scarcely think the plan can be upheld upon the prin- 
ciple that British subjects out hero ought to pay for the pro- 
tection of their Government. The great objection, however, to 
the scheme is that there is not any distinction of classes other 
than artisans and non-artisans. If any distinction is made at 
all, it ought surely to be more gradual than this. The youngest 
“junior” arrived by last mail must pay the same fee for regis- 
tration as the richest merchant in the place. This certainly 
does not appear to us either just or advisable. We fully re- 
cognise the necessity for registration being made compulsory 
for Government reasons, and therefore take no exception at a 
fine being inflicted upon those who neglect it. We cannot, 
however, but think that the main object in view would have 
been more fairly met by making the fcc for registration lower 
and the same for all ; while the fine for neglect of registering 
might then have well been put at a higher rate, say at fifty or 
even one hundred dollars.” 

‘The same journal slso has the following:—*Li, the 
acting Futai of this province, has resigned his appoint- 
ment, making an excuse in accordance with Chinese notions of 
etiquette for so doing, namely, that he was desirous to return 
to his father to tend him during his declining years ; probably, 
however, his real reason is the disturbed state of the northern 
part of the province. No successor has as yet been appointed. 

“The business during the past fortnight has been compara- 
tively limited both in imports and exports, with the exception, 
however, of the article of green tea, in which there has been 
great activity. 

“The trial of Holmes, chief officer of the opium ship 
Wellington, who was arraigned before H. W. Dent, Esq,, Portu- 
guese Consul-General, upon a charge of having caused the 
death of a Chinaman by kicking, has been brought to a close. 
The testimony given was a fair specimen of that generally 
emanating from Chinese, utterly conflicting and inconsistent, 
‘The judgment in form has not yet been published ; but it is 
to the effect that the defendantis acquitted on account of want 
of evidence, 

“A correspondent from Newchwang informs us that Mr. 
Meadows “has called a meeting to devise measures for the 
defence of the place. Some of the residents, among whom 
was our correspondent, do not seem to attach much weight to 
the rumoured insecurity.” 

TRADE OF 1865, 

“The commencement of a new year forms a very desirable 
opportunity for taking into consideration a want, which has for 
a lengthened time been felt among commercial people in 
Shanghai. We allude to the dofectiveness of the statistical 
returns of imports, exports and stocks, There is probably no 
place in the world where it is moro necessary that accurate 
statistics should be made up, and perhaps also no place where 
this important mattor is so defectively carried out. We recollect 
in former years very valuable statements used to be made up 
by the Chamber of Commerce, of the imports of manu- 
factured goods. These were compiled from the Customs’ 
returns, which, however, subsequently got so much in 
arrear that the plan had to be adondoned, This 
point we think calls for attention. The most practical method 
for obteining this information would be from the export mani- 
fests of ships leaving London and Liverpool which are, we 
believe, to be purchased in writing at home at the price of 
7s. 6d. each, This amount would of course be heavy for indi- 
vidual houses to pay ; and the matter is, therefore, one which 
clearly points to the advantage of combined action such as 
could be secured by the Chamber of Commerce, Tho way in 
which the exports from home are classed in the China Expres 
is not explicit. It could surely not be difficult to instruct 
some gentlemen conversant with the trade at home, to prepare 
a suitable statement for each mail which could be circulated in 
China for the common benefit. This plan would give the par- 





ticulars of the quantities of goods shipped. The next point 
which it is desirable to ascertain, is the amount of the sales 
upon the market from time to time. This wo much fear is 
almost hopeless; though we cannot but regret the circum- 
stance, as the want of knowledge on this point has always 
placed the native at an undue advantage when purchasing from 
foreigners. We have endeavoured, as many of our readers are 
doubtlessaware, tosupply this information by sending round papers 
to a large number of houses who had kindly promised to give us a 
return of their sales, We regretted, however, to find that the 
totals at the end of the fortnight were generally far short of 
the sales which had taken place, and of course had to conclude 
that a certain number of sales were not reported. Though 
we regret having to give up our attempt to secure these re- 
turns for the public, we cannot but express a hope that the 
subject will not be allowed to drop by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, who, asfrepresentatives of the merchants in this place, 
must have every interest in procuring reliable information 
upon such matters. 

It will be scarcely necessary to call to the recollection of 
of our readers that according to a resolution passed at the 
meeting of the Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce in 
August, the statistics of export of tea and silk will be now made 
up annually from the Ist January. The old system of dividing 
the seasons has proved altogether defective, and a great step in 
advance will be gained by the new arrangement. 

“ We are glad to hear that it is under contemplation for the 
Custom-house to issue a monthly statement of imports and 
exports. Should the-scheme be matured, the tables will be 
printed at the Custom-house press. We doubt no that so de- 
sirable a step would meet with the general support as it will 
tend much to the advantage of the mercantile community.” 

On the supply of cotton, the following is of interest :— 

Since the close of the American war this article has ceased 
to be exported to Europe, and notwithstanding the late con- 
siderable risein prices at home, it is not likely the trade will 
be resumed unless prices here decline very materially ; of this 
there is not much prospect, as the yield this season has been 
unusually small, so that prices are maintained at tls. 19.0.0 to 
19.5.0 by the demand from the southern ports and for local 
consumption. Some of our residents have during tho past 
summer attempted the cultivation of Egyptian cotton, but 
although the plant has flourished most vigorously, scarcely any 
of the balls have come to perfection. 

On the Nien-fei movements the Herald says :—“The Nien- 
fei are reported to have gained a series of successes in the 
country to the north of the Yellow River. They are now in 
possession of the district of Chu-chow and have established 
their head-quarters at.@ place called Hsiaoh-sien. We also 
learn that Li Hung-chang’s expedition to the Honan province 
has been countermanded, and he will therefore remain at 
Nanking as Governor-General. A mandarin named Puan, who 
held a high post under Gordon, has lately been sent to operate 
against the Nien-fei in the south of the Shantung. He is said 
to have opened his campaign by a most successful battle in 
which the rebels lost 2,000 men, but this is of course a gross 
exaggeration, His men are drilled partly in the European 
style, and his military stores are either foreign, or imitations 
of foreign stores, Amongst other munitions a large quantity of 
English rockets were sent up to him, but not one would go off. 
A despatch was sent to the Governor-General stating this fact 
and attributing it to their being old and past service, An ex- 
amination however proved that the rockets had either been 
under water or exposed togo much damp that the composition 
had been reduced to the consistence of putty.” 

A meeting is shortly to be held to consider the plans for the 
new church, It will be remembered that the original designs 
were prepared by Mr, Gilbert Scott ; but, being adapted for a 
building to hold only 460 persons, some alteration was needed 
to provide sittings for 800, the present estimated number of 
the congregation, Mr. Kidner, architect, of Shanghai, was 
employed to enlarge Mr. Scott’s designs, and his drawings when 
completed were sent home for Mr. Scott’s approval. This has 
recently been given, in terms of the highest commendation, and 
the work will now be proceeded with at once, The building is 
to cost tacls 50,000, of which some 30,000 are already in the 
hands of the committee. 

HONG KONG.

‘and the papers are mostly filled with North China and Japan 
news, 

A report has been published of an inquiry held at a Marine 

O.urt into the circumstances attending the mutinyon board the 
Pride of the Ganges, belonging to Messrs. James Baines and Co., 
of Liverpool. It appears that this vessel, under the command of 
Captain Jack, took on board at Whampoa 301 Chinese passen- 
gers for Demerara, under the auspices of the British fand West 
India Emigration Society, and sailed for her destination on the 
9th December. According to the evidence of the-chief officer 
and other witnesses examined, there was a disturbance on 
board the ship while at {Whampoa, owing to a fow of the last 
passengers engaged having received a higher premium than the 
rest. The discontented portion were, however, appeased by Mr. 
Samson, the Emigration Agent, coming down from Canton and 
paying them the difference. The passengers were all kindly 
treated by the captain, avd all seemed content when she left 
‘Whampoa in tow of the steamtug Fame. On the following day 
some complaints, apparently unfounded, were made about the 
quality of the rice. On the 11th the outbreak took place, 
commencing with a rush of coolies from below, armed with 
stanchions, &c. The captain, who was below at the time, came 
on deck to ascertain the cause of the disturbance. James Young, 
@ seaman, who was at the wheel, thus deoribes what followed :— 
“Ho had scarcely got on deck when some of them came down 
upon him with a stanchion. They beat him very much, 
He was then between the companion door and the mizen 
rigging. He made a rush“into the lifeboat that was on the 
davits. When he was half way into the boat one of them 
ame down on him with a blow on his back with a stanchion, 
He came back on tho deck on his feet. I think his back was 
broken, He then walked towards me at the wheel. I looked 
him straight in the face, and I saw that his right eye was com- 
pletely out of the socket. It was I think on his cheek, as I 
saw something white on it. I did not see the left eye at all. 
As be came towards me he held up his hands and said, 
with a mournful voice, ‘Oh stop! stop !’ Then} one of the Chi- 
nese who was standing behind came down on his head with 
& stanchion and he dropped on the deck. They then 
lifted him up and threw him overboard. I saw him thrown over- 
board.” Whilethis was taking place thepurser, Mr. Adolphus, was 
half strangled and thrown overboard. The chief and second 
officers escaped into the cabin, barricaded themselves in, and 
defended themselves for about halfan hour, when the Chinese 
began to break up the deck. They then came up, and were 
ordered to take the ship to Honam, or Hainan. Mr. 
Vivers, the chief officer accordingly navigated the ship 
to the coast of Hainan, where she anchored. Here the 
moutineers quarrelled among themselves, some wishing to go to 
Honam and others to proceed to Demerara ; the former party 
were for killing Mr. Vivers, but his life was saved by the others. 
Eventually they all left the ship. and went on shore, upon which 
Mr. Vivers slipped the anchor and made wail, having only two 
Chinese left on board, a doctor and an interpreter. This was 
on the 14th December, and they arrived at Hong Kong on the 
31st. Mr. Samson’s attendance had been required by the Court, 
but he was said to be some two hundred miles up the country, 
and therefore did not appear. The Court adjourned to consider 
its decision, A report was in circulation among the people to 
the effect that letters had been received from Cuba, stating that 
whenever a Chinaman is about to quit the country, their money, 
clothing, &., are taken away by,order of the Governmeut, which, 
not allowing them to be on the island without employment for 
any longer period than two months, takes them and nolens 
volens, forces them into an engagement, and compels them to 
remain and die on the island, Perhaps the affair of the Pride 
of the Gunges owes its origin to these apprehensious, 

‘The following letter relates to passenger grievances against 
the P. and O, Company :— 

Sin,—Is it worthy of so great a company as the P. and O. to crowd 
their passengers together as if they were bales of goods and had only paid 
for eargo-space? I have lately arrived in Hong Kong having come out via 
Bombay, and in the falta which brought me from Suez to that port | 
‘was one of four in a cabin, about six feet by ten. 1 had no means of 
Moeasuring it exactly, but its breadth fore and aft was the length of one 
berth, its length from the ship’s side to the partition separating it from the 
fore-salcon certainly not more than ten feet; {less than that I believe.

manner I should have no right to complain, but the plan of the shi 
which I saw in London represented raga Hagelin but ont, 
berths. On the supposition that this was an honest plan, I took my 
berth, and I doubt very much whetber the company would have a valid 
defence if anyoue chose to bring an action against it under such cireum- 
‘stance, on the ground that it had not fulfilled its contract faithfully. This 
happened moreover. The berth nextthe ship's side with no other over it, was 
numbered, say X. That next the bulkhead and the other above were num- 
bered say Y and Z. Itook X, the whole three being disen; when Ipaid 
my . When I got on board the ship I found ¢ the figures did 
not correspond with the plan. The berth next the side had the number 
Y, one of the others my number X. Of course by this time all 
were occupied, so I went to the purser and explained toy grievance. I 
d was jauntily told that{f had taken X, 
bad got X, . Thambly put a case and asked the 
purser whether, if it had the authorities to number one of the 
coal bunkers X, he would thiak that having ‘got X” ought to be 





enough to satiafy a passenger who had chosen the number from a plan 
mich showed it in aeafer-aloon. My remarks, however, were deetaod 
irrelevant. 


It seems to me that a great deal more might be done by the company 
for the pleasure and comfort of the pamengers than is done at present. 
In taking a passage one does not contract to be entertained and amused, 
and I do not, therefore, urge, as a grievance, that the ships are destitute of 
books, papers, maps, and everything which might tend to keep the pas- 
sengers from leading a pig’s lile, dividing their time between eating and 
sleeping. Still I cannot see why it would be impossible to furnish the 
saloon with libraries of amusement, containing besides novels, a few such 
books of travels and science as the incidents of the voyage would pro- 
bably lead people to referto; and why the bulheadsshould not be hung with 
maps or charts of the countries traversed by the overland route. Then 
there should certainly be a piauo on board every ship, and a deceat little 
band of three or four players. 

T am not tourhiog 28 subjects of serious importance. The irregularities 
of the mail service, the frequent accidents which delay their transmission 
are graver annoyances than those of which I have spoken. Still reform 
in small matters may often go hand in band with improvement in others 
of greater moment, and I do not think it is asking too much, to require the 
accommodation in the ships which is engaged at the office, reasonable 
space, toilet appliances in the cabins, anda little intellectual food to make 
up for the bed sherry and cold pouatoes.—I am, Sir your faithfully, a 


The American steamer Fusi- Yama, Captain [Hallet, arrived 
from New York on the 3lst December. She is destined for a 
sloop-of-war, and has been built to order for the Japanese 
Government. Her hull, &, was constructed by Messrs, 
Westervelt and Co. of New York, and her machinery by 
Messra. Murphy and [Uo., of the same place. She carries a 
very heavy armament, viz. :—one 100-pounder, four 9-inch 
Dalghrens, three 30-pounders, two 24-pounder howitzers, and 
two 12-rifled ditto; her engines are about 175-horse power 
nominal, but are capable of working to a much higher ertent. 
Having coaled and got into fit order for presentation, she will 
proceed to Japan, to be at once delivered over to the authorities 
there. 

“Some time ago,” says the Daily Press, “a vessel called the 
Po tung, chartered to certain Germans, and employed by them, 
in defiance of stipulations to the contrary, in supplying arms 
to the Taipings, was seized, after she had resumed legitimate 
operations, by the Custom-house authorities at Amoy. She 
was employed by them as a cruiser, and was afterwards trans. 
ferred to the Canton authorities, by whom she was used for 
patrolling the river. A few days ago she extended her field of 
operations, and seized a passage boat outside Hong Kong, took 
out her opium, and released her. She then chased another 
passage boat, the opium on board of which was thrown over- 
board. It is not a little curious that we should be sending our 
gunboats to perform work for the mandarins, and catch Chinese 
pirates, while at the same time their cruiser comes down—out 
of the jurisdiction of the Canton authorities—and blockades 
our port. If this Po-tung is s revenue cruiser, an armed vessel 
belonging to the Chinese Government, why cannot she assist 
our gunboats in rooting out the piracy which disgraces this 
coast 7” 

The following is the report of the steamer Far Kast, Captain 
Jones, reported in our last as arrived at Hong Kong: 
“The Far East, from Calcutta on the 30th November, Sand- 
heads on the 2ud December, Penang on the 10th December, 
Singapore on the 14th, and Labuan on the 19th, came up to 
the eastward of Palawan Island, encountering strong N.E. winds 
and S.W. currents, and found it a more difficult passage than 
that of the regular Palawan route, At Calcutta English coal 
was not obtainable, in consequence Bengal coal had to be taken 
with which steam could not always be kept up, frequent stop- 
pages being necessary from this cause. Since the 25th, when 
off Manila have had N. and N.W. winds, and mostly under 
cauvas from above causes,” 

The barque Palawan, bound from Sydney to Shanghai, was 
wrecked near Bordelaise Island, in lat. 7.33 N., long. 155.20 B. 
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Captain Page and his crew were brought on to Hong Kong by 
the Ana, from Guam, after having suffered much and long- 
continued bardship, and lost everything they had in the world.

The Overland Trade Report has a long account of some 
atrocious cruelties lately practised by the Chinese authorities 
at Amoy on pirates, suspected rebels, and others. Most re- 
wolting details are given of the execution of certain criminals 
who were put to death by slow torture in front of the Ham- 
‘burg Consulate. There seems strong reason to believe that 
when pirates are captured by British gunboats and given up to 
the native authorities for punishment, the real criminals seldom 
suffer the penalty, substitutes being found by some means. The 
Daily Press correspondent says:—“ The gunboat Grasshopper 
«captured nineteen pirates at Port Matheson, brought them 
to Amoy, and delivered them up to ,the ‘Totai’ They 
were tried, all found guilty and condemned to death. But 
five of the number bad friends here, who paid sums 
of money to the Totai, and procured their release. This I 
‘know for a fact, for I happened to accompany nineteen of the 
prisoners from the prison to the Totai’s on the day of their 
final condemnation and execution ; money having been already 
paid for three of them, and security given for their good beba- 
viour in future, they had been liberated. When I entered the 
Yamun the prisoners were brought before the Totai, and their 
names called over. At this time a respectably dreased China- 
man came to the front, with a handkerchief full of rolls of dol- 
Tare, and I noticed that the Totai cast a peculiarly longing eyo 
towards the handkerchief, and beamed very complaisantly upon 
this Chinaman, who performed a very short-winded Kotow, and 
then presented a petition to his Excellency, which he received 
and read, and in a few minutes @ servant was ordered to receive 
the Mexicans, and count them, the petitioner eccompanying 
him. The dollars being found correct (I should estimate them 
at about $500), the crier of the court called out the names 
of two of the pirates, who were taken apart from the others, 
their shackles knocked off, and allowed to depart with their 
kind friend and benefactor! So much for Mandarin law and 
justice. Out of nearly 50 pirates brought into Amoy by our 
gunboats, during November and December, all of whom were 
taken in the very actof piracy, having been given over, only 
14 have been executed, all the others having found a friend at 
Amoy, who was willing to pay a certain sum of money for their 
liberation.” 














JAVA. 


Summary of Java news brought by the new contract steame™ 
Koning Willem III, with dates to 16th Jan. :— 

‘The Governor-General returned from his tour of inspection 
on the 18th December. The Industrial Exhibition closed on 
the 31st December. 

Rattan flogging, a punishment frequently administered by the 
police, has been abolished throughout Netherlands India ; also 
the reed flogging in the army. 

The new law on the Government cultures presented by the 
Minister of the Colonies to the Chambers, is a topic of general 
interest in Java, It is received favourably, and will probably be 
passed. 

Order has not as yet’been restored at Ceram; the troops 
met with little resistance from the natives at their approach. 
Fighting continues at the West Coast of Borneo, An act of 
Courage and great presence of mind was displayed on board the 
Governvent steamer Boni during one of the numerous expe- 
ditions agaiet the enemy. When attacking a fortified camp, a 
smart firing was kept up on board the Boni to protect the 
disembarkation of &tayding division. A mortar being fired, 





= 
the burning grenade struck against the iron chain of the awns 
ing and rebounded on deck. Immediate command was given to 
all present on deck to lay down, but Captain Kilian, of the 
artillery, seized, without a moment’s hesitation, the burning 
grenade with both hands, and threw it overboard, where it 
burst, having scarcely reached the surface of the water, giving 
the vessel a severe shock. 


SIAM, 
BANGKOK, 


Our dates are to the 14th Jannary. The chief item of in- 
telligence is the death of his Majesty the Second King of 
Siam, who died of dysentery. He was a very worthy and en- 
lightened Prince, and will be deeply regretted by “all foreigners 
as wellas by his own people. 

We regret to hear that the publication of the Siam Times is 
discontinued, but believe that its suspension is only temporary. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 


The P. and O. mail of 11th Dec. arrived out on the 16th 
Jan. The dates are now down tothe 22nd. The Straits Times 
expresses surprise that the Postmaster-General should have 
renewed the contract with the P. and O. Company. This 
contract is terminable or subject to revision yearly, and if 
another company can show their ability to perform the various 
services better, there is room for them. Uufortunately, expe- 
rience is against them up to the present time. The French 
company has been extremely well managed, but at an egormous 
cost to Government, 

With regard to the impediment which it was rumoured, and 
to which we referred in our last, that the Tumongong was about. 
to impose to the exports of produce from his territory, 
very little further has transpired. The protest of the Chamber 
of Commerce, of course, duly reached his Honour the Governor, 
and we understand that an official inquiry into the subject 
is nowon foot. Aswe stated as far back as eighteen months 
ago, it will be exceedingly difficult for the local government here 
to interpose, on the strength of existing treaties, against any ca- 
tion of the Tumongong in Johore short of the establishment of 
differential duties. It is quite clear, however, that independent 
action upon the part of the Tumongong, who is so near a 
neighbour, must be prejudicial to the interests of Singapore, 
and it may now be time to see whether or not our treat es 
with him cannot be rendered more stringent. The English 
Government, in the absolute possession whichis granted them 
in the treaty of 1824, of the waters of the old Straits, pos- 
sesses a strong means of coercion. 

The first criminal session of the year, which was opened on 
the 9th Jan., was closed a few days afterwards, very few difficult, 
cases having to be adjudicated. One man, a ticket-of-leave 
convict, was convicted of murder, and suffered the extreme 
penalty of the law on the 17th Jan. At the close of the session 
the grand jurors presented to Sir Richard McCausland, the Re- 
corder, a farewell address, in which they expressed a very high 
eulogium of the learned Judge’s administration during the past 
ten years, and thanked him for the courtesy which he had in- 
variably extended to them. 

The ice works, which have long been the subject of dissatis- 
faction and complaint, have now passed into tho hands of the 
Singapore Ice Company, whose operations will be carried out 
on 8 scale commensurate with all the requirements of the place. 
‘A general mourning was observed here on Friday on account of 
the death of his Majesty the second King of Siam, news of 
which event reached this by the Siamese steamer on the day 
previous. The weather still continues rainy, but next month 
will see the commencement of the hot season.

‘ CHINA EXPORTS. 
_,TEa.—The continued good advices from London make exporters con- 
fident, and the markets are being fast swept of all available parcels. Black 
Teas continue to advance, although the assortment is becoming very poor. 
Green Teas are being taken at irregular, but still at high rates, The season 
is drawing fast to a close. 

Caxton.—Our market remained rather inactive until the last week, 
when the news brought by the French mail of 17th November stimulated 
buyers to make purchases—Canton Gunpowders more especially attracting 
attention for the English market, which was reported to have advanced for 
these kinds considerably. Country Congous: Our stock has becn in- 
creased by the arrival of two more chops, for which offers have been made, 
but as yet no transactions have taken place. Country Greens : Two small 
chops are expected here in the course of the fortnight with more to follow 
very shortly. Canton Gunpomders have been in great demand, and con- 
siderable settlements effected. Prices have advanced tls, $ to 4, and 








holders are now very firm at closing rates. Stocks are now much reduced, 
and consist almost entirely of the common grades. 

‘Amoy.—There has bvea an active demand for America and all clean 
teas have met with ready sale at full prices. Qolon Ankois 7,079 packages 
have been settled at $14 to 19 for inferior and common, ¢20 to 24 for 








good common to fair, and €28 to 30 for good to fine cargo. Fairly 
Clean Ankois have realised at 13 to 14 per picul. Congous: Only 
88 packages. Low Common have been taken at §13. 

Foocnow.—A good demand continues for Congous. Some further 


supplies of inferior quality have arrived from the country, which were dis~ 
posed of at full rates, Some Foochow packed is now on the market. The 
total quantity thus brought forward exceeds 8,000 packages. A good 
business has been done in Oolongs for shipment to New York at a trifliny 
advance. About 2.000 packages of the cargo of the Eurydice were foun 
damaged ; these were inostly Amoy teas and were sold at auction, bringing 
high rates, ‘The following are the settlements for the fortnight :—Con- 
gous, 7,300 chests at 8 to 13 tacls for dust and broken leaf; 14 to 17 for 
ordinary common ; 17 to 19 for good common ; 20 to 23 for a little 
flowery; and 2410 25 for fair flowery. Souchung, 220 chests common to 
medium at 19 to 21 taels, Oolongs, 12,000 half-chests at 8 to 19 taels 
for common to good cargo, and 20 to 26 for fair. Flowery Pekoes, 200 
chests at 17 to 23 tacls for common to medium, Scented Teas, 4,500 
boxes at 8 to 22 taels for common to medium. 

Suaxcuat.—Black Teas: The favourable news brought by the mail 
caused holders to demand an advance of one tael for the 3,500 chests 
Congou lett in stock, which with 2,000 packages received from the river 
ports comprises the business of the fortaight. There are now only two 
country packed chops on the market, and few, if any more, arrivals ex- 
pected. Several small musters of Shanghai packed teas are offering, 
but the making up of the chops depends entirely upon the price buyers 
will give. Settlements have been 5,500 chests of common Oonam at 
tls. 21} 10 23, and common to fair Ningchow, at tls. 23 to 20}. Reship- 
ments have ouly been GUO chests, and the stock consists of 750 chests. 
Green Teas: The market has been quiet. Settlements amount to 11,400 
half-chests Fychow and Moyune, at tls. 294 to 514, and G00 half-chests 
Pinsuey at tis. 334. Re-shipmeuts have been 2,500 half-chests, and the 
stock is estimated at 13,00U half-chests Fychow and Moyune, and 3,000 
half-chests local packed. 

Yoxouama.—We have to adrise a very animated Tea market ; prices 
have advanced considerably, and in some instances show a rise of $8 per 
picul on our quotations of the 15th instant; the teamen are very firm 
in their demands. Settlements have been made for America with one or 
two exceptions, and consist chicly of good medium to fine kinds; we 
estimate them at 2,400 piculs, leaving a stock of about 1,000 piculs, com~ 
prising the fullowing :—the quotations are as follows: Good Common $20 
to 25 per picul, Medium £26 to 33, Good Med. to Fine $36 to 45. 

Raw 5i£.—This opportunity conveys 1,247 bales for Southampton, 
166 bales tor Marsciiles. Of the quantity taken for Southampton and 
Marseilles 830 bales are Japan, 

Caxto.—The settlements of the fortnight amount to 220 piculs silk, 
800 piculs pungum, and 200 piculs silk waste.

The lower classes of ‘Taysaams and Yuenfas may 
quoted slightly lower, though the prices paid for ali descriptions have bee 
very irregular. Arrivals from the interior are unusually small, aud there 
is now no doubt that but little silk remains to be sent forward this season. 
Quotations are—Tsatlees, chop» No. 1, none ; do., chops No. 2, 630 to 
635 tls. per picul; ‘Taysaams, clops No. 1, 540 t0.355 us. per picul ; do, 
chops No. 2, d10 to 520 tls. per picul. 

Yoxouama,—There has been a much larger amount of business 
transacted than was expected, considering the high pitch that prices had 
attained to; the advices received by the Dupleix having caused some few 
buyers to enter the market and purchase to a considerable extent. Had 
this demand not eet in, there is no doubt that the anxiety the native 
holders evinced to sell as we last remarked, would have had its natural 
fruits in some concession being made by them, and a lower scale of prices 
generally ; as it is, the market rate_has been eustained and fair average 
parcels of hanks must be quoted 920, whilst for anything very fine, @ 
higher rate would readily be paid. The settlements for the present mail 
steamer may be estimated at from 800 to 900 bales, which will bring our 
export for the first six months of our season to about 7,400 bales against 
8,000 bales last year, ora deficiency of 1,100 bales.

“Corrox Yann has attreeted but little attention daring the fortnight. 
Deliveries amount to about 136 bales, of which 20 bales were Singapore 
‘and 30 were sold by public auction, Grey Shirtings: During the

Tur CHANCELLOR OF THE EXcHEQuEr aND THE Tea Duties.— 
‘The following correspondence in reference to the rumoured intention on 
the part of the Government to make a further alteration in the tea duties 
during the present session has taken place between Messrs. Cock, Spavin, 
aad Co., tea merchants, and the Chancellor of the Exchequer. ‘That firm 
wrote as follows, under date of the 16th inst.:—“ 9, Fencburch-street— 
Sir,—In consequence of a rumour current as to an intended alteration in 
the duty on tea, the sale of that article and the payment of the duty there- 
on are seriously obstructed ; and we shall be much obliged if you will bo 
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good enough to state (as you have lately done on asimilar application 
trom a member of the wine trade) whether such rumour is well founded 
or not. An emphatic ‘ No’ on your part will benefit both the revenue and 
the trade at large, but in the absence of some positive statement on the 
matter the trade will be in a state of stagnation until the delivery of your 
Dbudget.—We have the honour to be, &c., Cock, Spavin,and Co.” To 
this the following reply was received :—“ Downing-street, February 
17.—Gentlemen,—I am directed by the Chancellor of the Exchequer to 

nowledge the revel of your letter of yesterday, and to inform you 
that, except in special cases, as for instance where the Government has 
itself done some act tending to create uncertainty and speculation, he is 
precluded by general rules of undoubted eogency from giving any reply 
Yo a question respecting Bacal changes. Mr’ Gladstone desires me, how 
ever, to say that he is wholly at a loss to account for any such rumour 
as the one to which you allude, and he would have thought that the 
‘obvious circumstances [of the case would have sufficed to prevent such 
@ report being either circulated or believed.—I have the honour, &., W. 
B. Gervon.” 

Paces v. Cowassez Eputyze—Jupcment.—This was an appeal from 
the Supreme Court at Ceylon, which had set asi decision of a district 
court. There bad been considerable litigation respecting the sale of a 
hip. Tt was alleged that because some delay had occurred the vendor 
had sold the ship to another person. The parties went to law, and the 
case had been before the courts in the island. Lord Chelmsford delivered 
the judyment of their lordships, reviewing at considerable length the facts 
and the views entertained by the parties. The cases in the books ruled 
that a chattel was sold, although it remained in the possession of the ven- 
dor, and that there was no right to resell the property. One side could 
bring an action in trover, and if the chattel was sold an action for damages 
could be maintained. Their lordships hoped there would be no further 
litigation, but that an arrangement which must be obvious to all would 
be made between the part’es. Their lordsbips set aside both the decisions 
in the courts below, but gave no costs to either side. 

PrusenTation or Bistes To Canc Woo Gow anv Paaty.—On 
the 2ist the tall Celestial and his Chinese friends attended the Exeter- 
hall Hotel, for the purpose of receiving presentations of the Scriptures 
printed in their own language. The Rev. Mr. Summers, Professor of 
Chinese at King’s College, presided, and read an address which, given 
with much freedom, and evidently with great command over the 
Mandarin dialect on his part, seemed to considerably astonish and 
impress the strangers. Chang Woo Gow replied with much earnestness, 
reading from a paper, which he presented to the rev. professor at the 
termination of his address, with a translation by Kwan Toon. 

Tue Eaat or DonovcHMoge.—The Earl of Donoughmore died on 
‘the 2|st after a protracted illness, He was born in April, 1823, and mar- 
ried April 7, 1847, to the Hon. Margaret, eldest daughter and co-heir of 
‘Mr. Walter Steele. He is succeeded in his titles and estates by 
his eldest son, John Luke George, Viscount Suirdale, born 1848. The 
death of the Earl of Donoaghmore leave: a gap in the ranks of the Con- 
aervative party which will not be easily filled. Karly in life the deceased 
nobleman entered the army, and served his country with distinction in 
‘China ; but after his inheritance of his father’s title and estates he devoted 
himself almost entirely to public life, and became one of the most 
industrio1s, active and useful members of the House of Peers. 
‘He fulilled all the duties of a country gentleman with judgment 
and skill, and though for some years his decking health prevented bien 
from taking that active pact in country affairs which he always desired 
to do, he devoted a large portion of his fortune t> the improvement of 
his estate and to the endeavour to render his tenants prosperous and 
comfortable. 

Cooug Emicration to THE West Inpres.—A recent Havannah 
price current contains the following statement with regard to the importa- 
tion of coolie I.bour into Cuba :—“ There have arrived during this year 
some 8,000 Asia'ics in twenty vessels, The demand for this class of 
Labour is steadily on the incr ase, owing to the extended cultivation on 
Our sugar plantations. Contracjs have changed hands, and recently the 
equipment of three vessels has been transferred from the original coniracts 
‘to second hands at $357 for eac’: person, another fer $340 for each, with 
10 per cent. discount. payable the half in cash and the remainder at three 
and six months’ credit, with int-rest at 8 per cent." A Trinidad paper 
noticing the departure of the ship British Trident from that island, says : 
— This vessel has taken from our shores 354 men and 87 women, with 
78 children, who are now on their way back to a country where a few years 
ago our recruiters picked them up poor, lean, ragged, and starvi hey 
have left us, as thousands who have seen them about the streets can testify, 
fn good and robust health, dressed in gaudy garments, and glittering with 
silver anklets and armlets, and jewelled noserings and earrings. These 441 
men and women are the possessors of £12,408 in hard cash, saved out of 
their earnings in Trinidad. It seems strange that this country, which is 

oor in men and women, and not over rich in money, should periodically 

e called upon to send away ils labourers when it has trained them to be 

efficient, and the consideration should make us prefer Chinese immigration 
to that from India, for the Chinese, not being entitled to a back passage, 
have at least no temptation to leave the country held out to them. But if 
these Indian immigrants cannot be retained on the estates, but look for 
greater independence, it might be possible to retain them as settlers, if, 
insteal of hoarding the Crown lands fora day when the nations of the 
earth shill be squabbling for a rood of our soil, a grant were offered to 
per-ons so well worth retaining.” 

Tue Ceyton Leacug Deevration.—On the 24th inst. a deputa- 
tion, consisting of Sir James Elphinstone, Bart., Sir Arthur William 
Buller, Bart., M.P., Messrs. Shand, Dyer, Bischoff, ‘and Watkin, M P., 
hid an interview with the Right Hon, Edward Cardwell at the Colonial- 
office, for the purpose of presenting the petition from the Ceylon League 
to the Queen, Mr. Bischoff, as agent of the League, handed the docu- 
ment to Mr. Cardwell, pointing out that it was signed by the principal 
estate owners and by the leading mercantile firms, both European and 
mative, of Ceylon. After some conversation, Sir James Elphinstone ad- 
verted to the grievances of which the colonists complained, 
to the mode of taxation, and as reapected its 
tice, advocating also the expenditure of funds in improving communication 





























with India, and other external and internal interests. Sir Arthur Buller 
then took up the specific grounds of complaint set forth in the petition, 
and in illustration of the justice of the claim to more effective representa- 
tion, alluded to the instructions lately sent to Trinidad for equalising the 
number of official and unofficial members, and the similar proposal that 
was entertained in reference to Jamaicé rting that were the same 
terms accorded to Ceylon one of the principal grievances of the memo- 
Hialists would be disposed of. Mr. Watkin called attention to the serious 
injustice of not giving tax and rate payers an influential voice in the ad- 
ministration of the colonial funds, After further remarks in reply to Mr. 
Cardwell, and in elucidation of the purposes of the petition, the Secretar 
stated that the subject-matter of the document would have his best consi- 
deration, but as it had not been transmitted through Sir Hercules Robin- 
ton the Home Government would apply for his Excellency's views thereon 
prior to tendering any advice to the Queen. 

Sr. HeLeva, JAN. 23.—On the 6th instant the barque Ensign, from 
Shanghai for London, put into this port for medical advice for the captain, 
who was struck by a block falling from aloft. While off the Cape of 
Good Hope she experienced a heavy gale of wind, which obliged her to 
put under double-reefed to) for several hours. Two men were washed 
overboard from the jibboom and ‘drowned. One of these poor men was 
seen for upwards of two hours, but the other disappeared almost instan- 
taneously. The moment the alarm was given the vessel was put about, 
and every exertion made to save him by throwing out the lifebuoy and 
ropes; but they could not be got near enough to him, Before losing 
sight of the poor fellow he wax heard to say “I'm going.” The boat 
could not be put out owing to the heavy sea on. 

Procgepincs or Leanren Socreties.— At the meeting of the Nunis- 
matic Society, on the 15th Feb., Mr. Holt gave an account of a collection 
of Chinese coins, formed by himself in China, exhibiting several examples. 
And at the meeting of the Zoological Society, on the 13th, Mr. Sclater 
exhibited part of a collection of mammals and birds sent home from the 
vicinity of Nagasaki, by Mr. H. Whitely, and called attention to several 
Tare species represented in it.

The Swriter will be well known, either personally or 
by reputation, to a large number of our readers, as “ fourteen 
years member of the Fub-Chau Mission of the American 
Board.” The greater portion of the {two volumes has already 
appeared in the columns of the China Mailof Hong Kong, in 
the form of letters ; and all who made their acquaintance in 
that shape will be glad to receive them in a collected series, en- 
hanced in value by more than 150 illustrations.—A second 
volumethas appeared of Oriental Races, Tribes, Visitors, and Re- 
sidents of Bombay—a series of photographs, with letter-press 
descriptions, making a very handsome book. 

We learn from Trubner's American and Oriental Literary 
Record that an attempt has just been made by a native Chinese 
to afford foreigners a handbook for acquiring the Mandarin 
(spoken) language, as well to assist natives speaking the 
Northern dialects in learning English, Its title is “ Fing Yu 
Kwan Hwa Ho Kiang—The English and Mandarin Languages 
conjointly explained ;” and its contents are chiefly in the nature 
of a vocabulary, interspersed with conversations, the English 
sound being represented, in addition to the text, by Chinese 
phonographic devices of the ordinary description. The author 
is a native of Canton, whose father compiled many years ago 
the handbook of Cantonese and Mandarin, from which the late 
Robert Thom selected his Chinese Speaker—The second or 
alphabetical part of Morrison's Chinese Dictionary has been re- 
printed, and will shortly be published in two handsome royal 
octavo volumes of about 750 pages each,

THE CULTIVATION OF TEA IN CEYLON, 

Tae Report issued from the Royal Botanic Garden of 
Ceylon has excited very general attention in England, but no 
portion in this brief official issue is invested with so much in- 
terest as the paragraph detailing the trials of the tea plant. The 
important commercial results that have ensued in India from 
the cultivation of the tea plant, after a series of early disasters, 
since the establishment of experimeutal tea gardens by the In- 
dian Government at Tingrai and Chvowa, the extensive area 
over which the plant has there spread since 1835, and the pro- 
lific promise of the future, induce a strong confidence in the 
results of the experiments now being conducted in Ceylon, Go- 
vernment assistance, indeed, is not looked for; there is enough 
capital and enough enterprise to fill any new channel that shall 
be opened, provided reasonable ground for anticipating a satis- 
factory return can be shown; all that is required is sufficient 
and reliable data. We would have been better satisfied had 
Dr. Tawartss’ Report contained a statement of the special 
varieties of tea plants cultivated; we hope, however, soon to 
have samples, when we will be able to throw light on this point. 
It is incumbent on those to whom seeds have been supplied, 
and who are planting out nurseries, that they should each keep 
careful records of their several methods of treatment, with 
other particulars as to locality, soil, weather, availability and 
cost of labour. In the successful cultivation of tea Ceylon will 
find a security for the enhanced value of its lands ; for hitherto 
the land on estates above the range for coffee-growing plan- 
tations has been taken into little account, The experimental 
cultivation of tea will, we have no doubt, the present year be 
carried above the elevation of 5,000 feet, to which it has here- 
tofore been confined. 

How far those planters to ;whom seed has been entrusted 
have had experience elsewhere in tea-growing we are not in- 
formed, but Ceylon is not wanting in such individuals; and as 
treatment and manufacture, apart from the variety of the sed, 
composition of the soil, and the nature of the situation, have 
80 much to do with results, we trust we shall not be without 
the benefit of their observations. We use the term nature of the 
situation advisedly, for India and China experience demonstrates 
that the configuration of the land, as distinct from mere alti- 
tude, exercises itself a most important influence. Ceylon has 
the example of Java to’ encourage her in the growth of tea; the 
conditions, indeed, of labour are different, but this is also the 
case with coffee ; and we have confidence in the superiority of 
British skill and free labour to achieve the same relative degree of 
excellence in Ceylon tea as in Ceylon coffee. Although Ceylon 
will not have the advantages of the Indian tea districts in the 
price of labour, yet an average return on tea crops of 1s. 11d. 
per lb.—which was no more than the average price of the out- 
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turn on the 2,900,000 Ibs. of Assam tea exported in 1864" 
against 1s. 62d. per lb. of China tea—would go far to render 
the cultivation remunerative, provided the necessary skill, com- 
bined with judicious economy, is exercised beforehand. We 
are not oblivious of the fact that of the fourteen Indian tea 
compauies brought out, exclusive of the Assam—of which the 
market price of £50 shares on which £20 has been paid is £52 
—the shares of only one, the Upper Assam, are as high as 3 
premium, that only three of the remainder are at par, the rest, 
varying from $ to 2 disoount—including the Darjeeling and 
Eastern Assam, which have a heavy guarantee dividend extend- 
it aperiod of three years from the date of the formation, 
is to be remarked that, notwithstanding the deprecia- 
tion the shares have undergone as compared with nominal value, 
the anticipations originally set forth by the promoters, and en- 
larged upon in the reports of the several boards of directors, 
have been mostly exceeded; that their last dividends have 
been considerable; and that if these were not fully justified 
the cause is in the excessive outlay in the acquirement 
of the estates, as well as in the increased cost of labour 
under influences found to be in universal operation, and. 
from which no habitable locality apparently is excluded. Even- 
tually, asa partial compensatory influence, we have no doubt that 
machinery will take the place of the present various manual ope~ 
rations in the curing, to the immense advantage of such a country 
as Ceylon, where labour, so long as it must be imported, rules high. 
However successful the results of tea growing in Ceylon may 
be, we would hardly advise the formation at the outsct of an 
Anglo-Ceylon Tea Company. It will rather be a matter for 
individual planters, or for existing companies, to seck to carry 
out on their own lands, and on a moderate scale, the cultivation 
of tea beyond the experimental stage. Tea, to be cultivated 
with a view to commercial profit, should be cultivated, we 
allow, ona large scale, nor will anything less justify the cost of 
the best appliances for curing. But capital is timorovs, more 
especially when solicited for an industrial undertaking in a 
country new to that form of enterprise. At the same time, 
we are satisfied that a combination among Ceylon planters, own- 
ing contiguous lands suitable for the cultivation for the purpose 
of tea growing, would, if judiciously supervised, result in very 
material sucess, and s0, eventually, encourage the formation of 
English companies for the same purpose. 








SAM MENDEL'S MANCHESTER EXPORT TABLES, 
Sam Mendel’s well-known annual tables, extending the survey of our 
exports of cotton goods to foreign countries over a wide series of years, have 
thus an especial value, The figures presented are suggestive at a glance 
of the relative force of those influences operating at diflereat periods to 
augment or curtail our exports; and although no absolute law for deter~ 
1g future variations is obtainable by deduction, a more approximate 
ate is thus secured, by taking into account the present condition of 
markets and changes of circumstances, and the character of future Jemand 
on our manufactured stocks. Side by side with these tables, which give the 
monthly exports of plain cottons and yarn to the ports of the Far East, toge- 
ther mth aggregate quantities for each quarter, and again, the monthly aver- 
age throughout the past tenyears, is to be placed side nother ela! 
rate statement, also prepared by Mr. Sam Mendel, showing the zaonthly 
average fluctuations in the Bank of England rate of discount in the same 
period of time, as well as the ruling price of Consols and of cotton, yarn, 
and cloth. Thus all the means of comparison that can be expressed in 
figures is afforded for determining the home conditions under which the 
export trade has been conducted. A decrease in the quantity exported as 
between given years is thus shown not necessarily to imply a decrease in 
aggregate value and vice versa; whilst the influence of excessive stocks in 
foreign markets in one year, or in a series of years, in curtailing after ship- 
ments, quite apart from other adverse influences, is thus rendered apparent, 
Taking up that portion of these tables relating to shipments of cottons 
and paras to China, Japan, and Ceylon, the following results are pre- 
sented :— 

To Hong Kong our exports of plain cottons were increased in 1865 by 
nearly 16,000,000 yards beyond the quantity of the preceding year; yet 
the 36,907,736 yards despatched to' that port last year constitated iidle 
more than half the amount exported thither in 1860, or even the years 
1859 and 1856. The minimum point since 1856 was reached in i863, 
when the quantity of plain cotton exported to llong Kong reached only 
12,677, yards, In yarns, in which the chief export trade to China 
lies with Hong Kong, Sam Mendel’s tables exhibit a regularly progressive 
decrease since 1859, when we exported 9,565,261 Ibs., an amount reduced 
in 1864 to 1,601,810 Ibs., and in 1865 to 1,140,830 Ibs. 

‘To Shanghai the export of plain cottons in fire years of the series, or 
from 1857 to 1861 inclusive, very considerably exceeded the exported 
quantity in 1865, which reached 79,422,708 yards; 1963 will be remem- 
bered as peculiary adverse to large shipments, but in 1864 the amount rose 
to 37,198,127 yards. To Shanghai the export of yarns during the past 
two years has assumed some little importance, although the decline in the 
export of 1865 on that of 1864 is not favourable to the encouragement of 
any immediate or large axt uarter. The export of yarns in 
1865 reached 81,000 Ibs. ; in 1864 158,249 Ibs. 

The comparison instituted between our exports of cottons and yarns to 
Japan does not of course extend beyond July of 1863, in which year we 
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made shipments of plain cottons to Yokohama to the extent of 15,600 
yards, increased in 1864 to 2,728,102 yards, and in 1865 to 17,261,386 
ards, An encouraging increase is displayed ia the shipment of yarns to 
Japan in 1865 over 1864 amounting in the former year to 816,432 Ibs., 
against 50,650 tbs. in the latter, fs 

‘Our Manila trade in plain cottons has not yet reached the point it 
attained in 1859, 1860, and 1861; but the export of 1865 of 13,326,775 
yards was a vast improvement on the preceding three years, the gradual in- 
crease indicating that it is in course of enlargement from permanently 
favouring influences. That our export of yarns to the same port does not 
exhibit the same result for 1865 is due to the extraordinarily large ship- 
ments of the preceding year, amounting to 122,980 Ibs. against 32,250 lbs. 
in 1863, and 64,600 Ibs. in 1862. As, however, the export in 1865 
reached 104,5U2 Ibs., we may also anticipate for this article an improving 
market. 

Our trade in plain cottons to Batavia is encouraging, the export for the 
past twelve months attaining the figure of 16,172,834 yards—more than 
double that of either of thetwo preceding years, though not up to former 
annual exports embraced in this survey. 

‘The exports of yarns, too, for 1865, show improvement on the exports 
of 1864, the amount last year shipped reaching 475,760 lbs., against 
294,025 Ibs, in the former period; the trade, however, in this article is 
much below previous dimensions, the high prices of late years having, of 
course, exercised an adverse influence. . 

To Ceylon the exported quantity of cotton in 1863, amounting to 
13,630,888 yards, though nearly double the amount of 1864, fell short of 
the exports of each of the years from 1857 to 1863 inclusive. The ex- 
port of yarns to Ceylon in 1865 reich 314,977 Ibs., but this is less than hal 
the amount set down for 1863, and falls far below many of the preceding 
ten years, thongh a satisfactory increase on the export of 1864, which was 
but two-thirds of that amount. 

















THE DUTCH AGGRESSIONS IN SUMATRA. 
(rRavErs' crncuLan.) 

Som2 months since we drew attention to the above subject, remarking 
upon the distinctive points of difference that existed between the British 
and the Dutch systems of colonial administration. Our object on that 
occasion being rather to compare results than to discuss any collateral 
issues, we abstained from dwelling upon one very prominent feature of 
Dutch policy—their system of quiet but persistent aggressions in the East. 
During times of great political excitement in Europe it is not unusual to 
hear the accusation of ** territorial aggression” unhesitatingly and confi- 
dently brought against some one suspected country or ruler. “At one time, 
it is the Emperor of the French, secking to obtain possession of the Rhine 
Provinces; ancther time, it is the Czar of allthe Russias intent upon 
getting a footing in the Chinese dominions; or it is the English endea~ 
vouring to augment their already overgrown Eastern possessions. But 
all this time, whilst the great European nations are intent upon the affairs 
of the world, and each dom, in turn, disclaims all intention of so 
vaulting an ambition, the Dutch are creeping on, in the even tenor of 

taking “here a little and there a little,” just as their keen com- 
mercial instincts lead them. Actuated by no views but those of the purest 
eltishnese, and intent only on the acquisition of such gains as their com- 
merce, or to speak more correctly, their commercial monopcly will realise 
they pursue their course unreproved. Whilst an attempt by the French 
Emperor to incorporate the Rhenish prosinces or the little kingdom of the 
Belgians with the French Empire would probably be deemed a sufficiently 
Powerful cause to arouse all the European Governments to take up arms, 
the deliberate annexation of Siak by the Dutch, in distinct violation of 
the treaty of 1224, or their unlawful seizure of the principal ports on the | 
the Sumatra coast, will pass unheeded by, perhaps even uaknown, to the | 
generality of political students. There can be no doubt that it isa very | 
great benefit to any Asiatie people to come under European rule, and 
were Dute ied on in the same generous spirit that charac- 
terises European nations in gvneral, their aggression might even come to 
be looked upon as a merit. Wherever the sh, French, or American 
Governments pursue their commercial advantages beyond the legitimate 
requirements of trade, they do it in the interests of civilisation. Their 
merchants and their traders become their most successful, thouzh uncon- 
scious, missionaries ; nor whom commercial treaty is made by England 
are there any stipulations restricting its benefis to the two contracting 
parties, but tho whole trading world is invited to participate in the pro- 
spective advantages. It was in this generous spirit that the English and 
French, on the conclusion of the commercial treaty with China, threw 
open the Chinese trade to the whole world, and daclined to be the 
cipators in a monopoly, even though it might have been to their own im- 
mediate benefit to do so. But it is a curious circuinstance that widely 
extended as the Dutch commercial relations have been in the East, their 
Progress has at no time been marked by any corresponding elevation, 
either moral or intellectual, in the condition of the subject nations, of 
attended with any beneiits in which other nations might share. In apan, 
where our trade has with difficulty only just effected an opening, it found 
that the Dutch have been carrying on their trade for centuries. But their 
s‘Ifish interest ignored all idea of aiming at any moral improvement in 
thoce with whom they traded, and their jealous monopoly would admit of 
no European rival to partic:pate in their trading advantages. This system 
60 quietly pursued for many years past, is likely at last to reecive some 
eheck, as their continued interference with British interests in the East 
Las provoked an equally determined opposition on the part of our Penang 


jauts, whose reimonstrances will probably be heard in the House of 
Commons during the ensuing session. 

















































































COMMERCIAL REPORTS FROM HER MAJESTY 
CONSULS IN CHIN 
TIEN-TSIN, 


The following is an abstract of Mr. Consul Mongan’s report 
on the trade of Tien-tsin in 186

In my present report I cannot give the results of my own observations 
of commercial matters within this district during the past year, as | was 
absent all that time in Europe on leave, and did not resume my duties as 
Consul here until the Ist of April, 1865. 

1. Shipping and Navigation.—The following table, compiled from the 
Customs Trade Returns for the last four years, shows a steady yearly in- 
crease in the number and tennage of British vessels at Tien-tsin since the 
port was first opened to foreign commerce :—

It will be observed that the number of British vessels in 1864 is exactly 
double, and that the amount of their tonnage is more than double what 
each was in 1861. The American shipping has fallen off in 1864, whilst 
that of Continental Europe, classed as sundry, shows a large increase on 
the returns of preceding years. Though opened to trade at the end of 
1860, foreign commerce at this port may be said to have begnu in the 
spring of 1861, and the experience of that year proved that the vessels 
most suitable for the Tien-isin trade were steamers of light drauyht, such 
as could easily cross the bar outside Taku, and convey their cargoes u 
the river to Tien-tsin. At first, however, owing to the want of such 
steamers, small continental vessels were extensively employed. In 1862 
that want was, to some extent, supplied, and the continental vessels, in 
consequence, did not make up one half of the number that ‘d the 
port in the previous ycar. ‘There is a great increase of shipping, buth as 
to number and tonnage, in 1863, and a still greater increase in both these 
respects last year. During the past year there was no direct trade from 
Europe or America with Tien-tsin. 

2. Trade and Commerce.—The following statement exhibits the value 


















of the import trade, as shown by the Custom-house returns, sincy the 
opening of the port:—Value of imports, ING], £1.587,789 3s. ; 1862,

The tael is calculated throughout as the equivalent of 63. 4d. sterling. 
The returns for 1861 exhibit a general increase in the quantity and value 
of imports; out of cight hinds of cotton piece-goods whieh are enumerated, 
seven show an aggregate increase of 175,999 pieces over the importation 
of the previous year, and one, “T.R. cambrics,” shows a decrease of 
12,160 pieces, “Me‘als and woollens also show au inerease, and opium @ 
decrease, on the returns of 1863. 

‘Lhe subjoined statement compiled in the same manner, and at the same 
rate of exchange, viz., 6s. 4d. per tael, exhibits the value of the export 
trade from 1861 to 1864, jinclusive:—Value of Exports, 146], 
£146,164 15s. 8d.; 1862, £129,038 16s. 4d.; 1868, 289,185 7s. 8d. 
1864, 548.082 4s. 8d. 

It will be seen from this table how very favourably the export returns of 
1864 contrast with those of 1863, a circumstance due chiefly to the pesition 














taken last year by cotton as.an export, butit is very doubtful whether 
this position can be maintained, and the balance of trade is likely to con- 
tinue steadily against Tien-tsin uutil some important exportable article in 


general demand can be obtained. 


This want may yet be supplied by a product, the demand for which seem 

to keep pace with the progress of civilization itselty—I allude to coab 
extensive mines of which exist in the mountains to the north and west of 
It costs about 16s. per ton at the pit's mouth, and more than

Camels’ wool comes principally from Mongolia, and 
foreign merchants must send their agents there to purchase it, the trade 
not havin that stage in which the article would be brought 
down by the Mongolians themselves to Tien-tsin for sale. 

Gevenat, Remanks.—Thongh the Customs Returns show an increase 
in the tolal value of the trade of 1864 over that of 1861, to £1,233.178 
12s, still the foreign merchants complain of the great falling off that has 
taken place 5 they look with regret to the seasons of 1861-62, when large 
suins of money were nade by many of the firms; and, statistics notwith- 
standing. there is no doubt that inore business was done by foreigners in 
1861-62 than in 1864. The explanation will be found in the fact that 
for the last two years the Chinese trader has been driving the foreigner 
out of the market. He has found that, by going down direct to Shaaghai, 
himselt. he can purchase goods there and bring them back to Tien-tsin 
for less money than he would have to pay if he were to buy the sane 
articles here from the Tien-tsin agents of Shanghai firms. The conse- 
quence is that steamers now constanly come up the river laden with cargo, 
not destined to. pass n hands, but cither pureiased at 
Shanghai and bro by a native dealer, or else cousizned 
direct from a Chin. agent there toa Chinese merchant at Tien- 
tsin. Thus. whilst the business done by foreign steamers and native 
dealers has larue yy foreign merchants resident at 
the port has de some efforts will be made by the 
latter to recover the vantage ground which they occupied in 1861-62.

The decrease, which amounts to 6,176,229 taels, is attributable to a 


smaller importation of opium, which points to a general depression in 
trade, and to a less demand for rice, which is not altogether an unfavour- 
able system, as it is partly attributable to the improvement in agricultural 
industry consequent on the expulsion of the rebels from this province. 
The opium market is, however, already recruiting itself, and a comparison 
Of the two mercantile years, 1863-4 and 1864-5 shows @ larger importa-

The decrease in the year's trade is 995,395 taels; but it will be seen 
that the transactions in the staples of trade. tea and silk have increased, 
and that the diminution is limited to the cotton exportation, the natural 
consequence of falling home prices on a branch of trade which can be 
looked upon as adventitious only, and will probably entirely cease on the 
restoration of peace in the United States, [t should be remembered that 
up to the time of the American war China has always imported cotton. 
In this Memorandum no note is taken of the importations or exporta~ 
tions of treasure, as these cannot be ascertained with accuracy. The 
estimated amount swells, it will be secn, very materially the aggregate of 
the trade. 

Total Foré'gn Trade of Shinyhai.—This Return presents an important 
comyririson between the British trade of this port and that of all foreign 
natious during the past year. While that of Great Britain in imports and 
exports amounts to 56,123,931 tacls, that of all other nations is 7,301,304 
faels. Thus that of Great Britain has been rather more than seven-eighths 
of the wholc trade of the port. 

Return No. 6.— Coast T'rade.—This returm exhibits the amount of the 
focal coast and river trade carried on in foreign bottoms, and which, as 
will be seen on comparing this with the previous return, has now amounted 
to nearly the same aggregate as that of the foreign trade. Extensive em- 
ployment is thus aflorded to foreign tonnage generally, and though it 
would be difficult to show under what flags itis distributed, Return No. 8 
Will serve to convey some idea of the proportion that may be assidned to 
each nation. Many of the goods thus carried consist of foreign goods 
re-exported and of a native produce brought from inland ports for foreign 
exportation ; but in addition to these large quantities of the native produce 
is carried on native account between the Chinese ports as foreign vessels 
are gradully displacing native tonnage along the whole line of coast, and 
from almost the only navigation on the Yang-tsze River below Hankow. 
~ Return No, 7.—British Tonnige.—This return shows that the total 
British tonnage inwards and outwards during 1864 was 2,833 ves- 
780 tons; and in 1863 3,600 vessels, and 1,085,637 
The total decrease in 1864 was 767 vessels, and 76,857 tons. The 
diminution in the small craft and the smaller shipments of cotton will 
explain this circumstance. 

Total Forcign Tonnage.—The total foreign tonnage of the port out- 
wards and inwards is, 5.552 vessels, 1,860,002 tons. The British portion, 
as shown by the previous Return, being, 2,883 vessels, 1,028,790 tons, 
Most of the river trade is carried on in large American boats, which are 
found to be much better adapted to the river navigation than those of 
British construction, One large vessel of this class has lately been con-

structed at Shanghai by British firm, and another built by the same 
‘owner has been recently launched. At present seven lenge river steamers 
and three smaller ones of 7,847 tons, under the American fag, ron 
regularly on the river between Shanghai and Hankow, and three 
seamen af 2.856 tons under the Brith fag are similarly employed, ih 
e case of the sea-going steamers which run on the coast th ti 
is much in favour ‘of Briiah vessels.

This falling off may be partially accounted for by the decrease in trade 
in paper and tea from Foo-chow to Tien-tsin during 1864 as compared 
with 1863. The cause of this decrease has been the disturbed state of the 
neighbouring provinces, which has prevented the Thense men, the prin- 
cipal exporters of such articles coming down to Sin-chune (the up- 
country depot) to make their purchases for the Russian markets ; another 
cause that has operated unfavourably in this respect is the large stock of 
black leaf tea now on hand at Tien-tsin, 

At the same time, however, the returns of this year show an increase in 
the value of both imports and exports, as follows :—

Strange as it may appear, though, and notwithstanding these figures, 
which would seem to indicate a healthy commercial growth and develop- 
ment, 1 am compelled to state that the trade of Foo-chow during the year 
1864 has been anything but satisfactory. ‘The heavy exactions levied by 
the authorities to meet the expenses consequent upon the rebel disturbances 
then going on in this and adjoining provinces have affected most preju- 
dicially the sale of imports of every sort, opium more especially. 

The local dues, or “ Lekin ”’as it is called, upon one chest of dry 
amounted, curing 1864, to no less than 81 taels, 3m. 6c., making, will 
the import tariff duty of 90 taels received at a discount of 6 per cent., or 
1 tael 8m., a total of 113taels, 1m. 6c. on every chest consumed in Foo- 
chow, with an additional impost of 24 taels, 8m. on opium carried up 
country. ‘These exorbiant taxes hare had a mos: demoralising effect on 
the trade. Smuggling has increased to such an extent (it is estimated 
that no less than 16 per cent. of the drug that comes here is run”) as to 
have taken the trade in opium entirely out of the hands of the wealthy and 
old-establishedjhongs who formerly conducted It, and it is now abandoned 
to the control of sundry small retail dealers, chiefly Chin Chew men, of 
little capital and no standing or character whatever. These dealers, taking 
advantage of the system of credit given by foreigners, are at all times ready 
to risk property not their own in an attempt to escape payment of the 
“Lekin” dues, and these being successfully evaded they are then of 
course in a position to under-sell the wholesale trader, who has been 
obliged to pay the full amount of “Lekin.” It is not surprising, there 
fore, that the returns of opium this year should show a decrease of no less 
than 288 chesta, as compared with the quantity imported last year, viz. 
1863, 6,769; 1864, 6481; decrease, 288 chests. In addition to this, 
from the fact of the trade being in the hands of dealers of the stamp above. 
decribed, bad debts have been of frequent occurrence. 

With regard to opium consumed up country, it is a remarkable fact that 
the supply is derived to a very great extent from Shanghai and the river 
ports, it being found that opium brought from any of those places can be 
sold cheaper than opium imported into and brought up country from Foo- 
chow. This without doubt is due to the heavy local exactions above 
mentioned. 

With regard to exports, I regret to say that, in spite of strong remon- 
strances on the part of the foreign Consuls, the immunities secured to the 
merchant by the Treaty of Tien-tsin with reference to the payment of 
transit dues, have become almost a dead letter at this port. So wellaware 
of this have the mercantile community become, that during the last two 
years no “ Inland Produce Transit Certificates” have been made use of at 
all, the merchant or his agent preferring to pay the additional tax sooner than 
run the risk of having his tea stopped en rout? to this place, as it almost cer- 
tainly would be if covered only by a Transit Certificate, for the inspection 
of which the Chinese officer at the barrier it is passing is to derive no 
emolument whatsoever. 1am informed by a gentleman who has been for 
many years engaged in trade at this place, that during the last two seasons 
the export trade has been a losing one to most of those engaged in it, the 
high prices demanded for the leaf at the place of production not only pre 
cluding any profit, but in many instances entailing serious losses on the 
foreign shipper. 

To Great ritain, the Continent of Europe, and the United States, there. 
has been a large falling off in the export of tea, This has been in some 
measure compensated for by the rapidly increasing demands for tea in the 
Australian colonies, which are almost entirely dependeut on Foo-chow for 
their supply. The state of political aflairs in America has lessened the 
consumption of tea in that country during the past year to one-third. I 
am confident, however, that if a moderate reduction in the scale of local 
dues could be effected, the trade, not only in opium, but in every de- 
scription of imports, such as cotton piece goods, &c., which is now almost 
at a standsti!l, would revive rapidly, while the operation of the Transit 
Certificate system, if it could be enforced, would certainly do a great deal 
towards ameliorating the trade in produce exported,

Crest le premier pas quicoute would’ seem to be the axiom 
which presented itself to the mind of Sir Harry Parkes when 
he assumed the control of our legation in Japan. His long 
and thoroughly practical experience among the wily Chinese had 
taught him to believe that no half-measures would avail either 
with the Celestials or their insular neighbours, and that a slow, 
dilatory, and over-cautious advance towards any much-desired 
object would, in that Ultima Thule of Oriental perversity, be 
almost sure to defeat its own ends, Whether Sir Harry 
Parkes was incited to great deeds by an unusual manifestation 
of energy on the part of the Home Government, or whether, 
not having the fear of the Circumlooution office before his eyes, 
he threw off the trammels of red tape with which it is usual 
to fetter our representatives in distant lands, and acted on his 
own responsibility, the result is alike satisfactory. Osakais to 
be opened ; the treaty is ratified ; and in the QuzEN’s Speech, 
delivered at the opening of Parliament, Her Masesty ex- 
presses “ entire satisfaction ” at the great ability displayed by her 
Minister in these negotiations, 

With regard to the benefit likely to accrue to foreign 
trade from the opening of Osaka, opinions seem to be 
much at variance; a majority of the local firms appear 
to be by no means sanguine of any good results, but this feel- 
ing probably arises from an indisposition to incur the inevitable 
expense of establishing branches there, which at first may not 
coinpensate for the additional outlay they will entail. At the 
first opening of the three original ports, enormous profits were 
made by those who were fortunate enough to bring into Japan 
articles of merchandise hitherto unknown to its people, and to 
procure for exportation the gold. then so cheap and plentiful 
among them. But now, full supplies of all descriptions of 
goods suitable to the country are imported and distributed 
through the length and breadth of its islands; while the pre- 
cious metals have long since found their natural level, and 
-ceased to be a source of profit in any way to the mercantile 
classes. It is therefore certain that no such tempting advan- 
tages await the first settlers at Hiogo as those which rewarded 
the early adventurers at the other ports. On the other hand, 
although no exceptionally brilliant results may follow the open 
ing of Osaka, we are not inclined to believe that it will in any 
appreciable degree detract from the value of our settlements at 
Yokohama or Nagasaki. As regards silk, nearly all the most 
important districts lie East and North of Yedo, and Yoko- 
hama is the natural port of shipment for their produce; while 
Nagasaki lies in the midst of fertile tea and wax-producing 
provinces, The subject, moreover, deserves to be argued on a 
more liberal basis than that of individual or purely mercantile 
interests ; the establishment of Osaka as a Treaty port will 
bring us into closer contact with the people of Japan, and 
stimulate those powerful Princes whose rich and extensive ter- 
ritorics surround the Inland Sea, to cultivate foreign intercourse 
and open up the vast resources of their domains. 














THE HONG KONG GARRISON. 
Tr is satisfactory to find that a large share of public attention 
has been attracted by the disgraceful facts lately made known 
regarding the sickness and mortality which have all but ex- 


i 
terminated the unfortunate battalions of the 9th and 12th 
Regiments, For years China has been marked ss the most 
unhealthy of all foreign stations both for naval and land forces ; 
and Hong Kong especially has acquired a most unenviable 
notoriety in this respect, which, although lately modified by a 
short and transitory improvement, will now attach to it with 
greater force than ever. There seems little doubt that the 
frightful waste of human life which has recently occurred there 
is the result of an act not only of false economy, but of 
mean and unworthy parsimony on the part of the Waroffice. 
Regiment after regiment of English soldiers has been deci- 
mated by the fatal diseases incidental to a prolonged residence 
in that unhealthy island, while the Sepoy regiments employed 
in China during the last war bore up well under all the vicis- 
situdes of its climate, and although engaged in active warfare, 
suffered comparatively little loss. And yet the only inference 
to be deduced from these two simple facts—an inference so 
obvious to even the meanest comprehension—has been de- 
liberately ignored by Government. Intent upon a “penny 
wise, pound foolish” policy, the War-office preferred risking 
this terrible sacrifice of life—which long experience plainly 
told them must certainly ensue—to incurring the slight 
extra expense of garrisoning the place with native troope. 
The employment of even one native battalion would, it 
seems, have entitled the whole garrison to the Indian scale 
of pay and allowances; an advantage which, considering 
the enervating nature of the climate and the notori 
ously expensive character of the station, need hardly have 
been grudged them; but economy was the order of the day, 
An attempt was made in 1866 to carry on the garrison with 
European troops only ; a “ revised scale” of pay and allowances 
was adopted ; Mr. Guapstong’s budget showed a few hundreds 
more of surplus; and—our brave soldiers, their wives and 
little ones, perished by hundreds. The evil of this injurious 
policy is sggravated by the fact that the colony hes been 
saddled, with a “ military tax” for the support of its garrison 
to the tune of £20,000 per annum. If this sum must he 
extorted from the colonists, surely it is not unreasonable to de-. 
mand a garrison composed of troops able to withstand the 
climate, and likely to be efficient in case of its services being 
required. We hope, however, to hear before long some confir- 
mation of the belief expressed in our article of the 26th Decem- 
ber, that this tax would henceforward be applied to a more 
appropriate purpose, namely, the suppression of piracy on the 
coast. In the meanwhile we trust that Colonel Norra’s motion 
in the House of Commons will lead to such a strong expression 
of public opinion as will deter even the strongest advocates 
of military economy from a repetition of the dangerous ex- 
periment which has just shown such fatal results, 





THE STRAITS TRANSFER. 

Lorp Srawzey, it will be seen iu our Parliamentary intelli- 
gence, has called upon Mr. Cardwell the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, to give some explanation as'to the tedious delay 
which has been experienced in the transfer of the Straits Set- 
tlements from the Government of India to that of the Colonies, 
For the past two years there has only been just ono little diffi 
culty to get over, but unfortunately when surmounted, the one 
little trouble was found to be hydra-headed. Now we have 
the admission by Mr. Cardwell that the question of the mili- 
tary defences was still the stumbling block. Having fully dis- 
cussed this “block” last year, wo do not go ‘over the ground 
again for the benefit of our readers, but we may find it neces- 
sary to do so for the enlightenment of the officials concerned, 
The session is yet very young, and we know that matters of 
graver importance must now engage the attention of the 
Ministry, and we therefore “bide our time” for a more con- 
venient opportunity. Of course we have heard whisperings 
of certain turncoats at Singapore, but we do not from our own 
knowledge believe that has had avy effect on the deliberations 
of the powers in Downing-strect, and we atill believe that the 
Bill will get through this session, + 

THE TRADE OF PENANG. 

Tue subject of the Pepper duties is now one of the items of 
interest to be supplemented to the Dutch aggressions in Su- 
matra, The petition to the Forcign-office has been for some 
time in the hands of the Earl of Clarendon, the Forcign 
Minister, and we understand that a promise has been given to 
bring the matter to a satisfactory conclusion during the present 











session, Petitions from Penang and Singapore, on the subject 
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of a reduction of the pepper duties, have also been presented 
by Lerd Stanley, and, considering the eminently practical ten- 
dencies of our present Chancellor of the Exchequer, we can 
scarcely doubt but that the prayer of the memorialista will be 
granted. The cost of the article laid down here is about 3d. 
per pound, while the duty is6d. and 5 per cent. ad valorem. 
Such an anomaly ag this will surely be ewept away in Mr. 
Gladetone’s next Budget. 





THE HONG KONG GAS COMPANY. 

‘Tue Hong Kong and China Gas Company, at a meeting on 
the 22nd inst., decided on granting additional borrowing powers 
to the directors to the extent of £5,000. The directors in- 
formed the shareholders that Mr. Whitty, the late manager, had 
by his neglect, through intoxication, retarded the progress of 
the company, but that the last reports from the local committee 
at Hong Kong gave a very satisfactory account of the new 
manager and of the demand for gas. ‘The receipts this year 
might be estimated at £8,000, against an expenditure of £4,000 
to £5,000, The shares in Hong Kong were saleable at £3 to 
£4 premium. The Chairman, Capt. Arrow, said that he could 
safely assure the shareholders that they had got a thoroughly 
good and profitable concern, Tho gas-fittings sent out from 
this country had realised a considerable profit. Extra retorts 
and other supplies were- now in course of shipment. Mr. 
‘Walkinshaw, of Messrs. Turner and Co., who was present, in 
Consequence of some remarks by shareholders, stated that his 
firm never undertook to be responsible for the management or 

- erection of the gas-works, and he did not consider that his firm 
could be blamed for the laches of Mr. Whitty. 











THE REPORT OF THE CEYLON MILITARY 
COMMISSION, 

AurnoucH the precise boundary between colonial and Im- 
perial interests will not always admit of clear definition, 
‘verging, as these do, at many points, one upon the other, there 
are certain broad and general principles which we have aright 
to claim shall be fully recognised and applied, whenever relative 
Tesponsibility in apportioning the obligations pertaining to 
those interests is to be determined. In this view we cannot 
but express our own surprise at the conclusions come to in the 
Report of the Ceylon Military Commission now before us, both 
as to the fixed scale of military force it is recommended she 
should maintain—a scale far beyond her own requirements, and 
the further recommendation that she should garrison the 
purely naval harbour of Trincomalee, the troops stationed there 
being entirely cut off from all power of co-operation with other 


forces, and doing nothing in maintaining the general peace. On |. 


the other hand, Trincomalee is of inestimable value to Impe- 
rial interests, constituting a rendezvous for naval vessels, as a 
point of concentration from which they may be readily 
despatched to India, China, Japan, or any portion of the Eastern 
seas. No opinion in favour of the colony garrisoving Trin- 
comalee could be elicited from civilians and even many of the 
Government agents, but the admission that the troops could be 
more cheaply rationed there, and which simply related to the 
question of distribution, was, by an illogical sequence on the 
part of the War members, made to do service as evidence in 
favour of the permanent location of certain forces at that 
Point. It is evident that if colonial troops can be spared for 
‘Trincomalee, the military force which the colony is called on to 
maintain for purely colonial purposes is too large. We thus 
find that out of the entire cost for military purposes in Ceylon, 
estimated at £200,000 per annum, the colony has to pay no 
ess than £152,009, which, though considerably below the sum 
originally demanded of the colony and against which we em- 
phatically protested, is yet too large a proportion in the grand 
total, considering how little Ceylon stands in need of this show 
of force on mere colonial, account, and the value of the island 
to the British Government as the “key of India” The colo- 
nists, through the unanimous opinion of the Commission, is now 
committed to the garrisoning of all the leading coast defences ; 
nor is its outlay, through the new arrangements made, ar- 
rested at the point of fixed contribution above indicated ; the 
reduction of the Ceylon Rifle Regiment must involve a very 
considerable increase of pensions, and a still larger sumto be 
devoted to military buildings and fortifications ; besides which 
the transfer to the local police of many of the civil duties per- 
formed by the troops must augment the current civil outlay. 
‘Whatever is thus unnecessarily spent, Ceylon loses in that 
most important of all immediate interests—the improvement 
of her communications, It is in the forwarding of her indus- 





ry 
trial interests, and more especially the extension of agriculture, 
that her true strength lies, and whatever retards this sim 
affects seriously not only colonial but British interests. Even 
now, Mr. Canpwett withholds the necessary authorisation for 
the disposal of the surplus in the colonial T; chest, 
Now that he has the report of the Military Commission he 
may act, and allow Ceylon to deal as it pleases with the unex- 
pended balance, after deduction of the fixed contribution: 
After all, we trust’ that this will be the last effort on the part of 
the Home Government to encroach on colonial rights. The 
discussion of the question, both here and in Ceylon, has done 
good in inciting to a more watchful regard of the true interests 
of the colony; the time of misgovernment is, we trust, fast 
passing away. Under a more enlightened administration the 
development of Ceylon must proceed with accelerated speed, 
releasing herself from those trammels which have hitherto so 
greatly retarded her true energies. 





THE P. AND O. COMPANY’S FLEET. 

The company have ordered the Mongolia (now on a voyage 
to Alexandria) back to Southampton without the usual detour 
to Marseilles, in order to give her immediate despatch for 
India, Tho Mongolia is a new screw steamer, of 2,799 tons 
and §00-horse power ; is fast, roomy for passengers, carries 
her ports well open, and will be a valuable addition to the 
the Calcutta and Suez line, 

The company have provided for the Bombay mail service by 
transferring the Golconda from the Calcutta to the Bombay 
line. This arrangement will necessitate the Calcutta steamers 
turning round at Suez for the present. 

Two new steamers, the Geelong and Avoca, are fitting out on 
the Clyde, intended as ‘a reinforcement for the company’s 
Esatern lines; every exertion is being made to get the former 
ready for sailing by the end of March, and the latter in all May. 
The Geelong is 1,504 tons, 250-horse power. The Avoce 
1,284 tons, 250-horse power, 

The Miphon, 690 tons, 100-horse power, left Southampton 
for Bombay on the 16th inst. She is principally intended for 
cargo work, and ultimately to be placed on the local China or 
Japan lines,

As to Mr. Van Bosse, his name as a statesman is well known, 
He has sat in several Cabinets, of every genre, and this gives 
some of the Liberal papers the conviction that he is not the 
right man in the right place in a Liberal Cabinet. But heis an in- 
tellectual and able financier, and perhaps he will be the best 
support of the Cabinet. As to Messrs. Geertsema and Picke, 
my opinion is not so favourable. ‘The first, who was notary at 
Groningen, and for the last two years a member of Parliament, 
is said to be an able man; but he must discharge tho duties 
of the most eminent leader of the Liberal party, Mr. Thor- 
becke, and it is feared he will fall beneath that task. 

‘The Cabinet will soon have an opportunity to show its quali- 
ties, as Parliament will meet again on the 27th of February to 
proceed to business, 

Much is said about the origin of the last crisis, and perhaps, 
therefore, the King gave his consent to publish the documents 
that were exchanged in reference to it. We must believe then, 
the real cause was the difference of opinion between Mr. Thor- 
becke and Mr. Van de Putte, about the introduction of the code 
penal in India. 
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Rear-Admiral Pels Rycken, it is said, will be our Minister of the. War 
artment.

Dut the result can be but of little importance, and it is better 
to wait for facts, which will exhibit themselves as soon as Par- 
iament meets again, which will take place—as I told you in 


my last—on the 27th inst. So much is certain, that some of 
the Liberal papers, who are perhaps over-afllicted at the loss 
of Thorbecke, attack the Cabinet with greater violence than even 
the Dugblad, the organ of the Opposition. It has caused a 
good deal of sensation that the first Cabinet Counsel was held 
with the King presiding. While Mr. Thorbecke was Premier, 
the King never took any part therein. Opinions differ on the 
meaning of this important fact. Some think that it proves 
the weakness of the Ministry ; others see in it a proof that it 
is based on the strict principles of the constitution. 

Ineed not say that the Parliamentary battle to be fought 
will have a decisive character for the Liberal element ; that the 
conflict will be violent there is no doubt at all. Not only is 
the Colonial question on the order of the day, but the ortho- 
dox party (Mr. Groen, C.S.,) seems to do all in its power to 
feed the fire. 

The most important question now is, will Mr. Thorbecke be 
elected a member of Parliament? He has been brought for- 
ward at Groningen, as well as in Zutphen, but it is still 
doubtful if he will accept the nomination. I hope that he will 
do so, because Mr. Geertsema, who now fills his place, has 
given the assurance that Mr, Thorbecke will assist him in his 
important duties. The ex-Premier is the only man able to 
neutralise the attacks of the Opposition. 

The candidates of the Opposition for the two open seats in 
the Second Chamber are Messrs. Quintus and Keuchenius— the 
latter well known in India as President of the Principal Court, 

The cattle plague spreads itself more and more, notwith- 
standing the energetic measures of the Government. The last 
returns show the following results :—From the 4th to the 10th 
1,798 head of cattle were attacked, of which 125 were killed. 
372 died, and 330 recovered. Since the outbreak of the plague, 
39,658 head were attacked, of which 13,152 died, 8,743 were 
killed, and 15,297 recovered. 

Some years ago beetroot sugar manufacturers were very few 
here, but it now seems that this branch of industry has taken a 
wonderful start. Three companies have been established 
during the past week, with the purpose of erecting manufac- 
tories of the kind. Agriculturists are invited by the press to 
cultivate the root now that they have lost their cattle. The 
cultivation gives in general better financial results than that of 
corn, &c. 

An important meeting has taken place at this port, to debate 
the question if it be desirable to abolish sworn brokerships, 
and to leave every man at liberty to act in that capacity. The 
motion has taken such hold that it is probable everything will 
be done to make this branch of trade free.

urgent necessity of measures being taken by all the maritime 
States in common for the suppression of piracy, which has, of 
late, been increasing to an alarming extent in the China seas, 
and communicates the fact that all the vessels belonging to the 
Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company employed 
in those waters are now armed with a gun able to fire shells, 
and are also provided with a sufficient number of rifles and 
tmouskets, As it appears that the Chinese pirates have a great 
dread of shells, a rifled gun of that description, light, and 
easily moved from one part of the deck to another, is recom- 
mended as the best weapon of defence for this purpose.” 

During the year 1865 the number of vessels that arrived at St. 
Potersburg (Cronstadt) was 2,022, of which only 97 were 
under the Russian flag, the remainder belonging to seventeen 
other nations, among them being 1,068 British. The number 
of vessels that sailed during the same ycar was 1,967; nine 
Russian and six English vessels sailed from Cronstadt to the 
Amoor, and one Russian to the Russian-American colonies, all 
with cargoes of Russian produce.

Iam enabled to confirm all that I wrote you the other day 
about the Austrian expedition to the Far East, The Schwarzen- 
berg has already returned to Pola to be thoroughly overhauled 
previous to her circumnavigating voyage; the Archduke Frederick 
has just left Kiel, where she has been wintering, and proceeded 
to Bremerhaven at the mouth of the Weser, where she will go 
into a dry dock for examination (there being no such accoimmo- 
dation at Kiel) before returning to the Mediterranean. Tn 
consideration of the shattered finances of Austria, the expe- 
dition will be fitted out with a due regard to economy, and as 
the two vessels are both in commission and the officers and 
crews on full pay, Government intends to ask for a grant of 
only 200,000 florins as the extra expense in this year. In the 
moautime the authorities are engaged in drawing up a list of 
presents for the Emperor of Japan, among which ono of the 
principal objects will be an album containing water-colour 
paintings of tho numerous industrial estublishwents in the 
Austrian dominions. The cover of the album will be of ebony 
inlaid with silver and lapis lazuli, and ornamented with coats 
of arms in enamel and gold. There will also be a rich assort- 
ment of warlike arms both offensive and defensive, aud above 
all things specimens of Bohemian and Venetian glass manu- 
factures, 

Whilst on this subject I may here state that amongst the shoals of 
young men who have volunteered and are most anxious tw take part in the 
expedition is one of the name of Wilhelm Scherzei, a native of Beraun, 
in Bohemia, who has studied Jaw as his profession and lately been ad- 
mitted to practice as a lawyer of Prague. This young man has, however, 
such an extraordinary talent for languages that though only twenty-three 
years of age, he is perfect master, not only of all the European tongues 
and dialects, but many of the Asiatic ones, including Ciinese. Japanese 
and the Malay, which’ would render his services particulariy uselul to the 
expedition as interpreter. Last week he underwent a voluntary i 
tion at Prague, which was attended by Count Laza attholder 
of Bohemia, and to which all the professors of languages at the Universit 
of Prague, and other linguists from all paris of the empire, were invited, 
and a numerous public admitted. To the univers ‘hment of all 
present, in whatever language he was addressed he answered with the 
fluency and correctness of a native, and has thus substantiated his claim 
to take part in the expedition, An English lady was present who has 
spent many years in the East, and speaks the Malay as easy as her mother 
tongue, conversed freely with him in that language, and assured the 
gentlemen examiners that she was ‘perfectly astonished at his intimate 
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Other parties are S prospecting ” on the banks of the Schilka and the 
Amoor, the confluence of those two rivers being known to abound in gold. 
Owing to the want of snow this winter the land communication is much 
Jmpeded, and, provisions consequently bave become much enhanced i 
price.
